tillers of the soil'who have been redaced from 
comparative affluence to utter destitution in 
consequence of the ravages of the late disas- 
trous war. Tbe intrinsic value of the cargo 
whick left here on Saturday, though very con- 
siderable, was nothing to its practical evi- 
dence of the benevolence and gratitude of this 
country to France, which was not unmindful 
of Ireland in the time of her bitter trials and 
privations. When famine and pestilence were 
decimating our people, none were. more 
prompt or munificent in their bounty than 
the French peasantry, who stand to-day even 
more in need of help than did the agricul- 
tural population of Ireland in 1846-7. 

The thousand tons of cargo sent from here 
consisted of seed potatoes, turnips, oats, 
barley, mangolds and Swedes, and the crops 
which this seed will, in all probability, pro- 
duce next autumn will amount in value to 
over £70,000. The several consignments 
from various parts of the country were placed 
on board the Avoca, lying in the Custom- 
house docks, and at 2 o’clock on Saturday 
the fine vessel was warped into theriver, and 
in a short time she proceeded on her voyage.
